subsidiary phases of the main prob­ 
lem, such as the control of the man­ 
ufacture of mnnHions and of the use 
of gas in warfare, have alrt | .ly, been 
discussed with a view to reaching a 
universal agreement. 
As a result of the necessity 
of 
seeking American co-operation, wheth­ 
er within the league or without, in 
any effectual program for the limita­ 
tion of armaments, the official 
ad­ 
vices reported that early action on 
any scheme 
for 
universal disarm a­ 
m ent was not to. be expected. At the 
same time the clashing of the nation­ 
alistic interests of many nations also
